At present, the weather is the great 
natural enemy of aviation, but before 
long it will be fully conquered, Two 
things are needed for victory. One is 
the ‘nrultiplication of meteorological 
stations so that aviators may have 
fore-knowledge of the weather condi- 
tions they are likely to meet on long 
flights. The second is the use of di- 
rection-finding wireless appartus. 
This, apparatus is a British war pro- 
duct and_ is at- present a secret, but 
we shall soon learn all about the 
nieins by which British inventors 
were! able to provide aircraft’ with 
instruments which indicated the dis- 
tance and direction of wireless sta- 
tidns on land, Aircraft so equipped 
can fix their positign frequently, can 
report to their base at any moment 
where they are, what cotrrse they are 
steering and whether they are in any 
difficulty, Thus the imperial “wireless 
chain” will be an indispensable factor 
in the organization of long-distance 
flying. -The direction-finding  wire- 
less instruments will, of course, be of 
great value to shipping in foggy 
weather or when the clouds prevent 
the steering of a course by the stars.

Winnipeg, Man. — Immediaté_ re- 
lease of all soldiers and sailors in 
Canada who are required on Manito- 
ba farms, is demanded by farmers of 
the province.

Beaten Foe Is In- 
stinctive 

The British were an imperial race 
far back in their history, but never 
did they manifest it so superbly as 
on November 21 of immortal’ mem- 
ory. Not even the genius of Shake- 
speare or AEschylus ever conceived 
of a setting so vast and magnificent 
of the whole world as an unseen audi- 
ence, as it were, or of panoplied 
might on such a vast ‘scale, But 
there was little material in the im- 
pression given by the unprecedented 
spectacle in the North sea, It was 
mainly spiritual.

The German as a foe 
wallowed in deviltry, but in the hour 
of his abasement Britons, naval and 
civilian,' added: nothing to it that was 
not, absolutely, necessary.

Heligoland Forts t 
Must be Destroyed 


Fortifications Are of Armored Con- 
crete and Steel 

London, —The final armi8tice terms 
Which the supreme council. is consid- 
ering will be made public before the 
end of the month, according to var- 
ious newspapers, and they will. -in- 
clude, among the naval conditions, the 
demolition of the forts on Heligoland 
and Kiel Canal, the surrender for pur- 


poses of destruction of the German, 


warships now interned, and the open- 
ing of the Kiel Canal for civil trans- 
port. It is stated that Germany will 
be left with a flect large, cnough for 
defensive purposes. 

The naval correspondent of the 
Daily Mail, writing of the immensely 
strong fortifications on the island of 
Heligoland, says: 

“The summit of the island is one 
immense bomb-proof, and the batter- 
ies are so placed as to be invisible 
from the sea, The heavy guns there 
—ll-inch and 12-inch weapons—prob- 
ably were reinforced during the war 
by 15-inch guns, The guns are mount- 
ed in steel turrets of great thickness. 
All the batteries and observation 
posts are connected by subterranean 
passages and the roads leading up to 
them run along galleries which are 
shell-proof, 

“The guns are mounted after the 
usual German fashion so as to give 
them an immense range, probably 
from ten to twelve anda half sea 
miles. To enable the island to stand 
the concussion of their discharge and 
resist fire directed against it, £6,000,- 
000 is said to have been spent before 
1910, and subsequently other large 
sums were allotted. 

“The immense seaplane sheds are 
said-to have been of the disappearing 
type, which could be lowered as a pro- 
tection against long range fire. There 
are store shops and repair works with 
all the usual equipment of a naval 
base. The fortifications presumably 
will be blown up, but their destruc- 
tion will be no casy business, They 
are of armored concrete and steel, 
and a very large quantity of explosive 
will be required. 

“The fortifications at either en- 
trance to the Kiel Canal are of im- 
mense strength and are lavishly sup- 
plied with the heaviest guns in steel 
turrets.”

Historical Museum Proposed 


For Preservation of Alberta’s Records 
and Relics 

Edmonton, Alta, — That a museum 
be established for the preseryation 
and exhibition of the historical relics 
and records pertaining to the early 
development of Alberta, was the sug- 
gestion made at a meeting of the Al- 
berta Historical Society, which is 
about to be reorganized, The pro- 
vincial government may be asked for 
some assistance in the way of a grant 
with which the work can be financ- 
ed. The idea was supported by the 
lieutenant-goVernor, Mr. Brett, who 
pointed out the desirability of pre- 
serving the historical records of both 
northern and southern parts of the 
province, The establishment of a so- 
ciety for historical research was also 
suggested. 

At the present time there is no 
museum of this kind in the province 
although there are several splendid 
collections“of relics of the early days, 
and of the Indian work, which is rap- 
idly deteriorating. It was at one time 
suggested that the old Ft. Edmonton, 
situated on the banks of the Saskat- 
chewan south of the legislative build- 
ings, be restored and utilized for this 
purpose, but in the spring of 1914 the 
buildings. were torn down andthe 
ground upon which they stood level: 
ed in accordance with the scheme of 
landscape gardening being worked 
out on the grounds of the legislative 
buildings, ,

EDITORIAL 


Labor Unrest in Canada 


It is worse than useless to attempt 
to ignore the fact that much unrest) 
exists in Canada in the ranks of labor, 
It would, indeed, be the height of 
foolishness’to close our eyes to the 
self-evident fact that such unrest is} 
prevalent in many Rather, 
it is the part of wisdom to squarely 
face the fact and turn attention to) 
the consideration and bringing into; 
effect of measures designed to settle 
Ignoring it, and failing | 
will lead to} 


quarters, 


that unrest. 
to provideea remedy, 
trouble and invite disaster. 

Canada has not been 
with great strikes such as swept over 
the British Isles and occurred in 
many centres in the United States, but 
even these great industrial upheavals, 
which mean loss not only to both em-} 
ployer and employee but to the nation! 
at large, may result in Canada unless | 
great care is exercised and all classes | 
in the community are prepared to} 
adopt a “give and take” policy and | 
meet each other in a spirit of concil-! 
jation prepared to accept fair and just} 
compromises. | 

Whatever may have been the atti-| 
tude of capital and employers in the 
past, there can be little doubt that one 
of the outcomes of the Great War has 
been a recognition on their part that 
in the new order of things that must 
in future prevail, the man who toils 
with hand and brain, whose one great) 
asset in the world of business is his 
strength and ability to work, must re- 
ceive adequate compensation, and 
must be accorded proper working 
conditions, including reasonable hours 
of labor, provision against sickness 
and old age, and better living condi- 
tions for his family. 

These things the average employer 
of labor in Canada is ready to grant; 
in fact, only a negligible number of 
employers will be found who do not 
believe that these things are not only | 
just and necessary, but that they will 
redound to his advantage as well as 
to the advantage, comfort and wel- 
fare of the workers he employs, Prac- 
tically all employers are ready to treat 
their employees fairly, and are willing 
to meet with their employees and 
discuss all these problems with them. 
All that is necessary is for the men, 
their own employees, to approach 
them in a spirit of co-operation and 
not in a spirit of antagonism. 

What the average employer re- 
sents more than anything else is the 
interference of outsiders, the bringing 
in of paid organizers and agitators, 
often without any real knowledge of 
actual conditions and the problems 
which call for solution, but whose 
business in life seems largely to be to 
create trouble. If local labor organi- 
zations, and the employees in . any 
given industry, would learn to handle 
their own affairs and appeal to their 
employers at first hand for adjust- 
ment of their grievances they would, 
in the vast majority of cases, get 
quicker and more satisfactory results.

1, The Spies Sent Out (13:17-20),

2. The Commission Executed (13: 


21-25). 

They entered the 
south and traversed it to its north- 
ern limits, They spent forty days in 
this investigating exploration. It is a 
sad comment upon human nature 
when men must spend forty days in 
finding out the truthfulness of God’s 
word, On their return from the north 
they gathered some specimens of the 
fruit of the land. Two of them, per-

y|haps Caleb and Joshua, bore a cluster 


of grapes upon a staff between them 
as a witness that God had spoken the 
truth about the land. 

3. The Spies Rendered a Report 
(13:26-33). 

On their return this committee of 
explorers rendered a report to the 
whole congregation. It was not 
unanimous: 

1, The majority report (v, 26-29). 
(1) “The land floweth with milk and 
honey” (vy. 27). As a proof of it they 
exhibited the fruit. They all bore 
witness that this was in accordance 
with what God had said. (2) “The 
people who live there are strong” (v. 
28). They seemed to stress this fact. 
unbelief dwells mainly upon difficul- 
ties. (3) “The people live in walled 
cities” (v. 28). They argued that it 
was impossible to capture them in 
such sure defenses. (4) “The land 
was inhabited by giants” (v. 28 cf. v. 
33). They saw themselves as grass- 
hoppers. Furthermore, they saw the 
people so distributed—the Amalekites 
in the south country, the Hittites, 
Jebusites and Amorites in the moun- 
tains and the Canaanites along the 
sea—that it was impossible to take 
them. This, no doubt, seemed rea- 
sonable from the human side, but they 
displayed their folly in that they left 
God out of the question. The same 
God who said to them, “Go, possess 


the land,” would go along to fight 
the battles, 
2. The minority report (v. 30-33). 


In part, this report agrees with the 
first; it does not ignore the difficul- 
ties, nor dispute the facts. It denies 
the conclusion of the majority. They 
did not minimize the task before 
them, but asserted that with God's 
help they were well able to get pos- 
session of land, and urged immediate 
action, The ten had their eyes on 
the difficulties, but Caleb and Joshua 
fixed their eyes upon God. Caleb 
lived to see his, suggestion made real. 
The decisions of the majority are not 
always right. Just two men against 
many thousands, but the thousands 
were wrong and the two were right. 
It is not always true that the “voice 
of the people is the voice of God,” 

4. The Rebellion 
(14:1-38). 

This rebellion began by crying. 
Having left God out of the question 
they now weep and howl, This weep- 
ing and howling was followed by 
murmuring against Moses and Aaron, 
They even wished that they had died 
in the wilderness or in Egypt. God 
took them at their word; he sent 
them back to wander in the wilder- 
ness for thirty-eight years, during 
which time they all died except Caleb 
and Joshua, This was followed by a 
proposition to organize for the return 
to Egypt.

sulted in the proposition to stone 
them. At this point God interposed 
in their behalf.

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Russia Needs Books 

Impossible That New Social Order 

Shall Come Without Education 

Catharine Breshovsky has arriv- 
ed in New York and has told her 
story, at least, the beginning of it. 
This old woman is called “Baboush- 
ka,” the grandmother of the Russian 
revolution. She has spent about 40 
years in prisons or Siberian exilé- for 
political offenses under the regime of 
the czar, She was brought home from 
Siberia after the revolution of March, 
1917, and was_ received in Petrograd 
with demonstrations of popular .en- 
thusiasm, the echoes of which swept 
around the world. She is again a 
fugitive from her own country, There 
were reports that she had been mur- 
dered by the Bolsheviki. It was not 
due to their forbearance that the 
story was unttue. She was in hiding 
for two months in Petrograd and then 
for six months in Moscow and was 
finally spirited by long detours and 
underground railway across the Urals 
into Siberia, in much the same man- 
ner that hunted political offenders 
used to flee in the days of the czar. 
She has been and still is an avowed 
Socialist, convinced and earnest and 
still preaching her message—Russia’‘s 
need of education. It was upon the 
ignorance and unreason of the peas- 
ant mass that the Bolshevist power 
was built, she says. A people borne 
down by centuries of oppression is 
easily swayed to excess. The remedy, 
she finds, is still in that education; 
but now there is less education than 
ever, no~ “alphabets,” no primary 
schools, “Nothing is being taught. 
Culture is dead,” she says. 

So Mme. Breshovsky has started 
upon a néw campaign. She is asking 
America to help her educate the peo- 
ple who have driven her forth into 
exile again and make them under- 
stand the true meaning of liberty. 

“There- is no learning in 
now,” she says. “The people | have 
been deprived of all. There are no 
schools, no colleges, no universities. 


There is no culture in Russia, The 
people have no chance to learn, That 
is why I say to you ‘Give us’ alpha- 


bets.’ They talk of helping Russia, 
and they send armies, I am afraid 
that it may be that they are sent for 
elfish reasons, But the men and wo- 
men who want to help—the Young 
Men's Christian Association and the 
Young Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion and the Red Cross and otlhers— 
say: ‘What shall we do to help?’ And 
I sa . to them: ‘Send us not one*book, 
or x few books, but millions of books.’ 
Yes, of course, the Bolsheviki do not 
wish that, but we, the Socialists, have 
committees and organizations through 
whiclY these books can be distributed 
to the people and this must be done.” 

It is impossible, Breshovsky says, 
that the new social order shall come 
without education. “We must teach 
and fight,” she says. “It is what we 
did when it was necessary to over- 
throw the monarchy and now it must 
be done again to overthrow the Bol- 
sheviki, who are worse. At first, 
when they preached their propa- 
ganda, the people were glad, but now 
they see how it is. They see how all 
Russia is under military discipline; 
now men and women and children are 
starving everywhere, They were sim- 
ple, people, and at first there were 
many decrees which made them hap- 
py. It was permitted to take the 
land, to take the factories, to take 
the banks. They were simple people.

Dairy Industry 
Making Rapid Strides 


Growth of Industry in Western Can- 
ada Can Only Be Described 
as Marvellous 

The growth of the dairy industry 
in Western Canada during the last 
few years can only be described as 
marvellous, The following account of 
Manitoba's progress, taken from the 
Winnipeg Tribune, is characteristic 
of the progress of the whole of the 
Canadian Prairie’ West in this indus- 
try. 

“Six years ago Manitoba was a but- 
ter importing ,country, ‘Foday the 
province is in a position to export 
approximately 4,000,000 pounds of the 
finest butter in the world, and the 
prospects are, L, A. Gibson, provin- 
cial dairy commissioner aSserts, that 
in a few years Manitoba will become 
one of the great butter producing dis- 
tricts of the world. 


“The growth of the dairying indus- 
try has been phenomenal, as official 
figures indicate, 

““Tn 1912, in order to mect domestic 
4 coquirements, 55 cars of butter, ag- 
gregating 1,120,000 pounds, had to be 
purch@sed from eastern Canada or the 
United States. That year local dairies 
produced nearly 3,000,000 pounds of 
creamery butter, and 4,333,905 pounds 
of dairy butter. 

“About that time the provincial 
government started a campaign in 
favor of mixed farming, The agricul- 
tural areas of the province, especially 
in the north and south, are essentially 
well suited for “this class of produc- 
tion. Efforts were made to encour- 
age farmers to increase their cattle 
herds and to enter more largely into 
the business of producing cream and 
butter, than beef for the slaughter 
houses. 

“Por two or three years little head- 
way was inade. It must be admitted, 
however, that the campaign had the 
immediate effect of enabling the pro- 
vince to produce sufficicnt butter for 
domestic requirements. In 1913 but- 
ter importations dropped to a neg- 
ligable quantity, and two years lat- 
er had vanished entirely. Instead, in 
the fall of 1915, the first few cars of 
Manitoba export butter found their 
way fo Eastern Canada, The recep- 
tion this product received was highly 
encouraging. Eastern buyers cager- 
ly sought the Manitoba product and 
from that time on the success of the 
Manitoba dairying industry 
sured, 

“The year now ended was a record 
year for creamery butter in regard to 
quality and quantity produced, Offi- 
cial figures of production are not yet 
available, but it is estimated that more 
than 8,250,000 lbs. were produced, of 
which 175 cars, aggregating nearly 

4,000,000 Ibs., were available for ex- 
| port. 

“As to quality, Manitoba butter this 
carried off highest honors at 
Toronto exposition and dairy show 
last September, and government 
graders declare that the prize-winning 
CX-

sample was not many points in 
cess of the average quality of butter 
exportedefrom this province, 
“Commissioner Gibson says Mani- 
toba is destined to be one of Can- 
ada’s—if not one of the world’s— 
greatest butter producing districts. 
He believes-that the strong policy of 
the provincial department of agricul- 
ture at-the present time, the various 
aids and encouragements given by the 
department and the agricultural col- 
lege and furthermore the return of 
many thousands of soldier-farmers to 
agricultural pursuits, will result in 
mixed farming receiving an impetus 
such as it has not’experienced in 


many years.” 


Plan Memorial Hall 

A $75,000 memorial hall is planned 
for the city of North Battleford, The 
project is fathered by Mayor Thomas 
and has received the support generally 
of citizens and members of the 
G.W.VsA. It is proposed to canvass 
the city and district and no time will 
be Jost in getting the building under 


way. 


Munition Cases as Kindling 

Burlington, Vt. — Eleven thousand 
munition cases, constructed of  sea- 
soned spruce timber, made especially 
for the Russian army four years ago, 
will be used for kindling wood by 
Vermonters.

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The Real Crisis 
As I have already

uation, the real crisis in the -whole 
area of building reconstruction is 
taking place in the next few - weeks. 
Practically all war work in factories 
has ceased, and all trades so engaged 
have, to a great extent, been thrown 
on the labor market, especially in the 
east.

With 
both standing pat, it is creating a sit- 
uation that calls for prompt action by 
both classes.

and a large number of our returned 
men and other labor, whose trades 


are in the building line, are ready for 
work, Everyone knows that there 
has been national stagnation in the 
construction of buildings during the 
past five years, and’ if there are 
eight to ten milliqn dollars in build- 
ing construction awaiting capital and 
labor to put their cards on the table, 
it would seem that any further delay 
will seriously affect our economical 
and industrial position, Premier 
Norris of Manitoba has intimated his 
willingness, I believe, to shuffle the 
cards and give a square deal in the 
interests of the public, which, if car- 
ried out, ought to bring together a 
common understanding and get things 
started. Press despatches in the past 
few days state that in the United 
States a drastic plan is being consid- 
ered, based on a new price-fixing pol- 
icy that instead of building material 


and labor gradually declining in 
prices, that all reductions should be 
made now, and a new start made 


tending toward gradual upward prices 
as the season advances. Government 
employment bureaus, business organ- 
izations, or patriotic bodies can do 
nothirfg under present conditions and 
all the labor and expense in organiza- 
tion is lost, unless jobs are created 
through new work being started, In 
the industrial reconstruction of Can- 
ada the single item of building is 
Staggering in the _immensity of its 
proposition and its capacity to give 
employment to trade workers as well 
as to start subsidiary building matef- 
ial factories. And unless the situa- 
tion is faced in the same spirit in 
which the war was, there is likely to 
be great depression and individual 
distress among the laboring people, 
@he whole west is watching Winni- 
peg and whatever progress is made 
through conciliation meetings here 
will have a most beneficial result 
throughout the country. ‘“Co-opgra- 
tion” and not “Conflict” should We the 
watchword, for upon capital and la- 
bor came the burdens of war, and 
upon capital and labor is falling the 
burden of peace. 


Soldiers’ Memorials 

In some of the smaller urban com- 
munitics of the province it is being 
suggested that a suitable soldiers’ 
memorial would be a community hall 
in which tablets with the names of 
the local men who had served 
overseas could be set up. It has been 
suggested that a gymnasium, baths, 
etc., might be provided in such halls 
as well asaccommodation for public 
meetings and reading and rest rooms, 
all to be maintained by the town or 
village and surrounding district. Mem- 
orial hospitals are also proposed in 
localities not now provided with such 
institutions,

One way of saving coal is to. put 
some insulation between the ceiling 
of one story and the floor of the one 
above it. Such insulation will stop 
noises travelling from one floor to 
another, What is more important, it 
will prevent heat losses. 

Another valuable procedure is to 
put some sort of felt or other insu- 
lation between the roof of the buitd- 
ing and the ceiling of the upper floor,
